Delegates took off their coats, but 


Chairman Lodge retained his tight fit- 
ting broadcloth. Tail campaign man- 
agers l>ut out several thousand fans 
bearing the countenance of their can- 
didate on one side 
nnd "tried and 


found true" on the other. 


"Let injunction be the issue against 


the Republican convention to restrain

of Taft," 
was the 


wording of a sign flaring across

vacant Wabash avenue 
tmilding this 


morning. Wabash avenue is the-main 
artery to the convention hall. 


Rev. John Wesley Hill, pastor of 


the Metropolitan temple, New York, 
delivered the prayer just after Chair- 
man Lodge called the session to or- 
der. 
Senator Hopkins, of Illinois, 


chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tion then took the stage and read the 
draft of the platifona as agreed upon 
by the comm'ittee.

chorus came from a number of dele- 
gations when the i Senator 
reached 


the paragraph suggesting 
a clearer 


definition of the rules of procedure 
with -e'ference to writ of injunction.

the attention of the visitor to the ia- 
firmary is the great improvement that 
has been made in the -buildings ond 
on the farm during the past several 
years.

treated and present a neat appear- 
ance. The extensive fields and lawns 
surrounding the instiTution sTrow the 
result of the hard work and tlcse at- 
tenton that have been expended upon 
them. 
A noted improvement is thi- 


haudsome new barn 
recently com- 


pleted, which was greatly needed. 


The men's building has been great- 


ly impro', ed in appearance, being 
newly painted. The old cement floor-s 
in this building have "jeen taken oui 
and replaced with new cement floors, 
the old ceme'ni being 
used on the 


roadway lea-ding around „ the farm. 
The main buildin-gs 
have all been 


equipped with fire escapes. 


The crops look well and the fences

Taft Insists Upon Injunction Plank 


in Platform. 


MAY NOT ACCEPT NOMINATE 


Administration 
Forces Bring Great 


Pressure to Bear Upon Sub-commit- 
tee of Resolutions Committee and 
Modified 
Injunction Plank Is In- 


serted—Roosevelt Praised. 


Chicago, June 18.—"If the Republi- 


can convention dflibcratftlv refuses to 
adopt a platform on which Secretary 
Taft feels he can make a winning 
race, The Republican convention will 
have to nominate a man who needs 
no platform te win." 


While this statement is not being 


put forward as an actual ultimatum, 
it is the principle upon which the ad- 
vocates of an Injunction plank are use- 
ing to compel the convention to make 
such a declaration. 
It is their last 


resort, and to momentous import of 
the 
alternatives 
implied 
presents 


more strikingly than could anything 
else the desperate straits to which 
the suporters of an injunction dec- 
laration have been driven by the per- 
sistent fight that has been made 
against it. 
The 
statement 
quoted 


was made by a member of the sub- 
committee, which is preparing the 
platform, who is friendly 
to 
both 


Roosevelt and Taft. 
It was the re- 


sult of a careful analysis of the situ- 
ation made after 24 hours of almost 
continuous service in the committee 
room and undoubtedly presented his 
view of the situation. Proceeding, he 
said: "It is 
preposterous 
to ask 


Secretary Taft to make the race for 
the presidency on a platform which is 
not to his liking and especially in 
view of the fact that it is generally 
known that he has given much at- 
tention to the framing of the party's 
declaration of principles and policies.

wants to make the race under such 
conditions. 
It should also be borne 


in mind that the question of injunction 
touches the labor class, an element 
which he has been accused of antag- 
onizing, and it is the very opposite of 
fair dealing to compel him to go be- 
for the country on a platform which 
affords no assurance to this class of 
his friendly feeling towards them." 


"While the sub-comrnittee was in 


session the greater part of the day, 
there were two or three rather pro- 
longed intermissions, and before the 
day closed it became evident that the 
injunction clause advocates were play- 
ing for time. There was no period of 
the day when a vote could not have 
been taken in the sub-committee and 
the plank inserted, but, appreciating 
the fact that a favorable result was 
not so certain in the full committee, 
the supporters of the provision sought 
for and easily obtained the delay 
which they seemed to consider neces- 
sary before bringing the matter be- 
fore the complete organization. 


The time during the recesses as 


well as the time in which the commit- 
tee was engaged was devoted to eiforts 
by 
both sides 
to increase 
their 


strength on the full committee. 
For 


the first time the friends of the ad- 
ministration apparently became fully 
awakened to the seriousness of the 
situation, but, being aroused, they 
were quite as zealous as their oppo- 
nents in presenting the situation to 
their 
fellow committeemen. During 


the day they received telegrams from 
"Washington expressing the views of 
both the president and Secretary Taft 
as to the necessity for the injunction 
plank, and these telegrams were read 
to all doubtful members of the com- 
mittee. In one of these telegrams the 
president is represented to have urged 
the wisdom of the injunction resolu- 
tion and to have said the convention 
should not yield any more to> the ex- 
tremists 
among the manufacturers 


than to the extremists among the la- 
boring men. 


Late Wednesday night the sub-com- 


mittee of the commutes on resolu- 
tions decided to incorporate a plank 
regarding the use of injunctions in 
labor controversies, and the full com- 


mittee was called in to receive the 
sub-committee'g report. 
Tne phrase- 


ology of the provision was somewhat 
changed, but not so as to materially 
alter its purport. The sub-committee 
decided not to recommend a plank 
favoring the admission of Arizona and 
New Mexico as states. 


The injunction plank asserts that 


the Republican party always has and 
always will uphold the processes and 
proceedings of the court, and has ab 
solute faith in their integrity and up- 
rightness; nevertheless, it believes 
that the injunction practices should 
be so modified as to provide that only 
where irreparable damage to property 
Is imminent the courts may grant in- 
junctions without notice. 
It is also 


specified that due notice shall be 
given of impending injunction pro- 
ceedings. 


By a. voie 01 <*•* 10 18, wiui cue state 


(South Carolina) not recorded, the in- 
junction plank of the proposed Repub- 
lican platform was agreed to by the 
full resolutions committee. 


In reviewing the administration of

Conscience and 


courage in public station and highest 
standards of right and -wrong In private 
life have become the cardinal principles 
of political faith, capital and labor have 
been brought into closer relations of con- 
fidence and independence, the abuse of 
wealth, the tyranny of power, and all the 
evils of privilege and favoritism have 
been put to scorn by the simple, manly- 
virtues of justice and fair play. 


The great accomplishments of President 


Roosevelt have been, first and foremost, 
a brave and impartial enforcement of the 
law; the prosecution ot illegal trusts and 
monopolies, the exposure and punish- 
ment of evildoers in the public service, 
the more effective 
regulation 
of 
the 
rates a'nd se-vice of the great transporta- 
tion lines; the complete overthrow of 
preference, rebates and discriminations, 
the arbitration of labor disputes, the 
amelioration of the condition of wage 
workeia everywhere, the conservation of 
the natural resources of the country, the 
forward step in the improvement of the 
inland waterways, and always the earn- 
est support and defense of every whole- 
some safeguard which has made more se- 
cure the guarantees of life, liberty, and 
prosperity. 


These are the achievements that will 


make for Theodore Roosevelt his place 
inhistory. 
But more than all else, tha 
great things he hag done will be an in- 
spiration to those who have yet greater 
things to do. We declare our unfalter- 
ing adherence to the policies thus in- 
augurated and pledge their continuance 
by the government. 


On the subject of trusts and their 


regulation it says: 


The Republican party passed the Sher- 
man anti-trust law over Democratic op- 
position and enforced It after Democrat- 
ic dereliction.

In this connection we com- 
mend the appropriation of $350,000 by the 
presont eongiess in order to enable the 
interstate 
commerce . commission 
to 


thoroughly investigate and give publicity 
to the accounts of interstate roads. 


\Ve believe, however, that the inter- 
state commerce law should be further 
amended so as to give 
railroads the 


right to make and publish traffic agree- 
ments subject to the approval of the 
commission, but maintaining always the 
principle of competition bet-ween natural- 
ly competing lines and avoiding the com- 
mon control of such lines by any means 
whatsoever, and we specially favor the 
enactment of such legislation as will 
provide for federal restriction against the 
overissue of stocks and bonds by inter- 
state carriers. 


Referring to currency 
legislation, 


the report is as follows: 


\Ve approve the emergency measures 


adopted by the government during the 
recent financial disturbance, 
and es- 


pecially commend ths passage by the 
last sassion of congress of the temporary 
enactment designed to protect the coun- 
try from a repetition of such stringency 
only until there can be established a 
permanent currency system that will 
a\oid all emergencies 


The Repub'ican party is committed to 


the development of such a permanent 
sjstem, responding to our greater needs 
and in line In all respects with the most 
progressive nations of the world, and the 
appointment of the monetary commis- 
sion by the present congress, which will 
impartially ini estigate all proposed meth- 
ods, insuras the early realization of this 
purros-e. 


The present currency laws havi fully 


justified then adoption, but an expanding 
co.nmorce, a marvelous growth in wealth 
and population, multiplying the centers

Passes. Before Convention in Whirl- 


wind of Enthusiasm. 


LODGE'S SPEECH INTERRUPTED 


Terrific Uproar Follows Mention of 


President's Name — Continues Un- 
abated 
For 
Forty -five 
Minutes. 


Brass 
Band Attempts to 
Drown 


Cheers, *<ut Its Efforts Were Futile. 


Chicago, June 18. — The long-expect- 


ed Roosevelt v*?11 2 •wbirlTvjnH of *1T1- 
tnusiasm which raged within the vast 
amphitheater of the Coliseum for full 
45 minutes, and for a time presenting 
the specter of a Rooseve»>. stampede, 
was decidedly the leading feature of 
a day otherwise notable tor a stirring 
speech from the permanent chairman 
of the 
convention, Senator Henry 


Cabot Lodge of Massachusetst; for 
much practical procedure in placing 
the convention on a smooth-running 
basis, and for t£e final defeat of the 
plan to reduce the representation of 
southern states at future conventions. 


Probably the most important act of 


the day, and the one having greatest 
significance on the final result of the 
convention, was the adoption of the 
report of the committee on creden- 
tials, seating 
the Taft delegations 


practically in toto. If there had been 
any 
lingering 
doubt of the 
Taft 


strength, it disappeared before this 
decisive 
action, 
which, in 
effect, 


placed upwards of 700 delegates in the 
Taft column. Equally important, and 
even more remarkable, was the final 
acceptance 
of this result 
by the 


"allies" without the formality of a dis- 
senting minority report and without 
carrying the question to the floor of 
the convention for the open fight 
which had been long threatened. In- 
stead of this all further opposition 
seemed to crumble. 
Those who had 


promised trouble quietly accepted the 
inevitable, and thus the path was 
cleared for the fulfillment of plans al- 
ready well matured for the nomina- 
tion of the head of the ticket. The 
"favorite sons" still have, however, 
their bands of steadfast supporters, 
who will show their loyalty when the 
first ballot is taken. 


The Roosevelt outburst came when 


Chairman Lodge in his speech said: 
"The president is the most abused 
and most popular man in the United 
States today." 
This was the long- 


awaited 
signal. Instantly a shout 


broke from the galleries and was 
echoed back from the floor, at first 
only a tempest of detached yells and 
catcalls and shouts of "Teddy." But 
gradually gathering force and volume 
until it swelled to a whirlwind of 
sound and motion as delegates and 
spectators rose en masse, mounting 
chairs, waving banners, hats, hand- 
kerchiefs, flags, newspapers, anything 
which could be seized upon to add 
turbulence to the scene. Amid the 
tumult the band struck up, but the 
crash of the brass and drums was 
completely lost in the babel of sound 
which welled from 14,000 throats. 


For the first minute Senator Lodge 


stood waiting to proceed, occasionally 
raising his hand for silence, only to 
awaken a defiant yell twice louder 
than before. 


Five minutes passed, and instead of 


abating the uproar was increasing. 
The sergeant-at-arms moved up a 
chair for the presiding officer and 
Senator Lodge sank back to await a 
lull in the storm. Five minutes — ten 
minutes — fifteen. There was no lull. 
A hoarse roar had taken the place of 
the detached yells. "Four, four, four 
years more," came in a deafening 
chorus from the full bweep of the gal- 
lery as if preconcerted. 
"Four, four, 


four," 
exploding like the boom of 


heavy 
artillery. Fifteen 
minutes — 


twenty minutes— twenty-five minutes. 
Now delegations were joining in the 
outbreak. Some had mounted chairs. 
Texas, Kentucky and Tennessee were 
gesticulating 
madly. One delegate, 


far to the left, had torn off his coat 
and was whipping it wildly above his 
head. Texas and Kentucky appeared 
to be the center of the agitation on 
the floor. New York viewed the storm 
with calm, and so did Ohio, except, 
strangely, one of the lonesome dele- 
gates, Judge 
Marcus 
Shoup, who 


mounted a chair, kept both arms la 
motion with a waving flag and a news- 
paper, and his voice joining the reatf 
Thirty minutes — thirty-five minute** 
forty minutes — forty-five minutes — a 
full three-quarters of an 
hour had 


passed in this confusion 01 sight and 
sound. With the subsidence of the 
Roosevelt storm Senator Ledge com- 
pleted his stirring speecn, and then 
the convention turned to the reports 
of the committees.
